Not Just Good OI' Boys

outh is the future of every busi- 
ness, and the future looks bright 
for Chupp’s Guernsey Farm. 

On January 1, 1994, Dale Chupp went 
home. Waiting for him was his younger 
brother Stanley, now his business partner 
of three years. They are the next genera- 
tion. 

Growing up, Dale and Stanley did every- 
thing together. They even talked about 
someday taking over the family farm. 
However, after graduation from Chouteau 
High School, Dale moved to Plain City, 
Ohio, to work at Select Sires. 

There he met and married Maria Miller. 
Stanley, two years behind his brother in 
school, stayed in Inola, Oklahoma, and con- 
tinued to help their father E.J. with the fam- 
ily farm and the family auction service. 

In the fall of 1993, with the decrease in 
milk prices, E.J. decided to abandon the 
dairy and continue with the auction service. 

At that time, Dale and Stanley decided 
this was their chance. Dale, along with 
Maria and their new son Tyler, returned to 
Oklahoma. 

The changing of the guard at Chupp’s 
Guernsey Farm has basically been smooth. 
Upon Dale’s return, he and Stanley pur- 
chased the 65 head of Guernseys and the 
milking equipment that was presently on the 
farm, along with 35 head from Bob Griggs 
of Seminole, Oklahoma. 


Together, the Chupp brothers lease the 


barns and 40 acres from their father and 


an additional 200 acres from others. 

This young partnership has formed an 
outstanding herd of Guernseys. Their TPE 
herd has a classification average of 80 
points. 

A few of their highlights include: Chupp 
Farms Senor Alice, the 1994 Reserve Se- 
nior Champion at the National Guernsey 
Show in Madison, Wisconsin; Moormeir 
Farms Bionic Molly, an Excellent-92 Yel- 
low Creek BT Bionic daughter, who was 
the grand champion and supreme color 
breed champion at the 1995 Oklahoma 


State Fair; and Waymar Magic Daffy, an 
Excellent-90 Nells Glow Admiral Magic 
daughter who is number 102 on the Au- 
gust 1997 high CPI list. 

Dale and Stanley breed for type with em- 
phasis on strength, feet and legs, and ud- 
ders. All of the cows and most of the heif- 
ers are mated artificially; however, they do 
use a bull for clean-up. 

Dale and Stanley attribute some of their 
success to the fact that they farm with 
Guernseys. With the cattle on pasture year- 
round and little shade, the durability of the 
Guernseys has allowed them the advantage 
of smaller milk production decreases dur- 
ing the extreme hot summer months than 
other breeds. 

With the busy schedule that Dale and 
Stanley have at Chupp’s Guernsey Farm, it’s 
hard to believe that they would have time 
to do any other activities. 

However, both Dale and Stanley are auc- 
tioneers and are also employed by the fam- 
ily auction service which they help with as 
much as possible. Dale also is employed by 
the local stockyard and works two days a 
week weighing in cattle. 

It has not taken long to realize that, be- 
cause of a healthy balance of on and off- 
farm activities, each partner enjoys being 
a part of the farm management team. When 
asked about what is in store for the future 
of Chupp’s Guernsey Farm, Dale's reply 
is, “We've got the foundation, now we are 


going to build.” |

e final leg of the national show cir- 
cuit climaxed with the last national 
show held in Louisville, Kentucky. 

A total of 135 heifers from 19 states were 
shown on Sunday evening, November 9. 

Leads people and their top-notch Guern- 
seys paraded over green shavings while soft 
organ music gently filled the coliseum. 
Judge Brain Garrison of Plain City, Ohio, 
carefully examined each class and lined up 
the individuals facing the ring’s white picket 
fence in the center. Numerous show veter- 
ans returned to the ring this year, maintain- 
ing the keen competition that has long been 
associated with this exhibition. 

The Heifer Show 

“Tt is a pleasure to select the champions 
in a heifer show of this quality,” stated Judge 
Garrison in his preliminary remarks as each 
person at ringside took one last opportu- 
nity to view the 14 junior champion con- 
tenders. 

The eventual winner was the first place 
intermediate yearling, Four Winds Enhancer 
Diedra-ET, owned by Clark and Joy Vilter 
of Hartland, Wisconsin. “She is an easy 
hands-down winner,” stated Garrison. “She 
is a sharp, well-balanced individual that 
walks on a correct set of feet and legs.” 
“Diedra” is the Sherma Victory Ellas En- 
hancer daughter out of the world-renown 
Westlynn Tom Dee, EX-96. 

A tall dairy heifer was then asked to step 
forward to accept reserve junior champion 
honors. Campbells Kings Lorene, a Lavon 
Farms Fayette King-ET daughter, placed 
over the others on her advantage in rear 
pastern stated Judge Garrison. “Lorene” is 
owned in partnership by Arrow Head 


Guernseys and Stanley Campbell of Union, 
Missouri. 

Rounding out the evening was the junior 
best three females class. As 14 groups lined 
the outside of the ring, the Four Winds Farm 
group sorted their way to the top of the pack. 
This group of heifers was all out of the Ex- 
cellent-96 Westlynn Tom Dee. Chupp's 


Guernseys followed with their group of 


three, then Misty Meadow Farms. 
The Cow Show 
On Monday, November 10, 1997, Guern- 
sey breeders met again for the year’s final 


showdown on the tanbark. With the heifer 
classes showing the night before, the cow 
classes began the next day. 

With the first two winners of each cow 
class in the arena, Judge Garrison asked the 
crowd to show its appreciation with a sub- 
stantial round of applause. 

Judge Garrison then pulled out four in- 
dividuals: the first place junior 3-year-old, 
Sniders OPP Georgie; the first place senior 
3-year-old, Laeschland Perfect Bliss-ET; the 
second place 3-year-old, Amber Rae Per- 
fecto Vicky; and the first place aged cow, 
Peytons HF Andy Sky. 

Judge Garrison then commented that all 
four individuals were correct and dairy with 
well-attached udders. He then put down his 
microphone and walked the line-up of win- 
ners where he stopped and congratulated his 
grand champion and then his reserve grand 
champion before returning to the micro- 
phone. The first handshake was given to Mr. 
Fowler Branstetter, the leadsperson of the 
first place aged cow. Peytons HF Andy Sky 
took home the grand champion honors. 
“Sky” is a Very Good-89 Hornback Farm 
Andy daughter and is owned by James 
Berryman of Nicholasville, Kentucky. 

The reserve grand champion handshake 
was given to Jan Snider of New Enterprise, 
Pennsylvania, the breeder, owner and ex- 
hibitor of the first place junior 3-year-old, 
Sniders OPP Georgie. “Georgie” is an 80 
point Maplehurst Opportunity daughter and 
was also the best bred and owned animal of 
the show.
